The attractive character 
of these stamps with their varied 
picturizations of Panamanian cul- 
tural development will, without 
doubt, tend to a broader under- 
standing in this country of the 
dramatic background of the Isth- 
mian Republic from pre Colom- 
bian days. Echoes of the specta- 
cular period of Spanish Conquis- 
tadores when Panama was the 
center of European-New World 
trade are recalled by the Puerto- 
bello ruins. The advance of Pana- 
Manian culture is demonstrated 
in the well established Normal 
School, the Santo Toma’s hospital, 
the modern National highway and 
a view of Taboga—the pleasure 
island of tourists—all among the 
senes so vividly depicted on these 


postage stamps. 


“I feel that through making the 
attractive postage satmps of Latin 
erica more readily available 
to the millions of stamp collectors 
in the United States the Pan 
erican Union will have 
strengthened a noel means of

The Postal Bulletin of May 26th 
announces that the. current six 
cent air mail booklet of six stamps 
which retails at 37c will be dis- 
continued as soon as the present 
stock is exhausted and that fur- 
ther issue of the booklets of six 
cent air mail stamps will be in 
booklets of 12 stamps to retail at 
75c per book. 

Collectors who save complete 
booklets should obtain their six 
stamp, 37c booklet at once as this 
booklet has been in use but a short 
time and is certain to become a 
very scarce item of the future. 
More and more collectors are fol- 
lowing the new fad of saving 
complete stamp booklets. This 
new fad is growing and gaining 
new followers just as the Minia- 
ture sheet hobby began to flourish 
a few years ago. 

Many foreign countries issue 
stamp booklets and a very attrac- 
tive collection of these books can 
be acquired. We are surprised that 
no stamp dealer has ever featured 
these complete books of all coun- 





tries. It is a field that would be 


worth cultivating.

The numbers are 23135. 36, 
37, 38. All are 200 subject electric 
eye plates. 


Sinking German Marks 
Being Converted Into 
Stamps By Germans 


The following story from the 
New York Times, by Mr. Kent 
B. Stiles, is reminiscent of the 
latter days of World War I. when, 
with the German Mark on the 
Toboggan. stamps loomed up as 
about the best investment for 
diminishing money. Dealers 
who were active in that period 
can expect to see a similar situ- 
ation come from the present war. 
Those who know should profit 
from their past experiences. 

“Reports which have ~reached 
New York from European sour- 
ces indicate that Germans wio 
are losing, faith in the value of 
the Nazi reichs-mark are invest- 
ing in wholesale quantities of 
stamps on the theory that re- 
gardless of the outcome of the 
war against the United Nations 
the stamps will be in demand 
all over the world after the con- 
flict ends, and will readily find 
markets at prices exceeding to- 
day’s quotations.” 

“Like gems and certain other 
chattels, stamps occupy little 
space and can be easily conceal- 
ed when the time comes for 
smuggling them out of the 
ccuntry. According to reports 
published in Vienna and Prague 
the German authorities are try- 
ing to control the dealings in 
such valuables but are meeting 
with little success.” 

“The Neues Wiener Tageblatt, 
a leading - Vienna newspaper, 
says that these transactions in 
stamps alone run into great a- 
mounts and it has a heading “Mil- 
lions Flee Into Stamps” above a 
story to that effect. Vienna and 
Prague are the centers of the 
buying, it is stated, and _  non- 
ccellectors are playing the princi- 
pal role.” 

“Stamps which sold for 150 
marks in Bohemia and Moravia 
six months ago, the newspaper 
says, are now not to be had for 
less than 450 marks. Germany’s 
1933 commemorative “Winter Re- 
lief’ souvenir sheet of four 
stamps—5-pfennige plus  15pf., 
10pf plus 30pf, 20 pf plus 60pf 
and 50pf plus 1,50-mark—sold for 
2.40 marks face value at postof- 
fices when originally issued. 
Last year the sheet was bringing 
500 marks and today it cannot be 
purchased for less than 1,400 
marks, or more than 580 times 
the cost in 1933. This is equiv- 
alent to approximately $560 on 
the basis of the pre-war value of 
the mark. The 1944 edition of 
the Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue. published six months 
ago in New York, gives $22.50 
as the sheet’s philatelic worth in 
this country.”

Railway And Telegraph Officials 
Join In Fitting Ceremony For The 
Hundredth Anniversary Of Telegraph 








Postmaster Neal A. Sibley of Baltimore selling first sheet of Tele- 
graph Centennial Commemorative stamps to Roy Barton White, 
president of the B and O Railroad, May 24. 1944. Baltimore and - 
Washington, D. C., were first day sale cities for this stamp. 


A three cent stamp commemorating the centennial anniversary 
of the sending of the first telegraph message from the old Supreme 
Court Chamber in the Capitol in Washington to the old Pratt Street 
Station of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in Baltimore was issued 
by the Government on May 24. Washington and Baltimore were de- 
signated as first-day cities. On the same date, in recognition of the 





timore and Ohio Railroad has en- 
joyed with the telegraph industry 
since its birh, R. B. White, presi- 
dent of the road, sent a specially- 
prepared first day cover to extend 
greetings to friends of the road 
upon occasion of the telegraph 
centennial. The cover design, a 
reproduction of the center panel 
of a plaque dedicated at the B & 
O’s Mt. Clare Station in Balti- 
more, on May 24, as a part of the 
centennial celebration, portrays a 
portion of the original telegraph 
line with an 1844 railroad loco- 
motive 


Early in 1843, the inventor of 
the telegraph, Samuel Finley 
Breese Morse, appeared to Louis 
McLane, then president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, for permis- 
sion to build the first line along 
the road’s right-of-way. McLane 
wisely foreseeing the possibilities 
of the telegraph as an aid to rail- 
road operation in the future, per- 
suaded the Baltimore and Ohio’s 
board of directors to grant. the 
inventor’s . request. Construction 
of the telegraph line started in 
Washington on May 12, 1843 and 
was completed at the B & O Sta- 
tion in Baltimore six months later. 


On May 24, 1844, at 8:45 a. m., 
Morse sat down before his crude- 
ly-constructed instrument in the 
Capitol and in the presence of a 
small group of dignitaries, tapped 
out the now historic message, 
“What Hath God Wrought!” It 
was received in Baltimore by Al- 
fred Vail, Morse’s close friend and 
associate and the success of the 
telegraph was assured. 


To mark the one hundredth an- 
niversary of this historic event on 
May 24, 1944 Washington and 
Baltimore were hooked up on a 
telegraph circuit following the 
route of the original line and 
Morse’s famous first message was 
retransmitted from the Capitol 
by E. E. Norris, president of the 
Southern Railroad. It was receiv- 
ed in Baltimore at the B & O’s 
Mt. Clare Station (located near 
the site of the old Pratt Street 
Station, long since demolished) by 
President White. Messrs. Norris 
and White are both old telegraph- 
ers. Many other colorful ceremo- 
nies marked the occasion. 


On May 24 at 8:30 a. m., Neal 
A. Sibley, postmaster of Balti- 
more, sold the first sheet of the 
new 3 cent “Telegraph” stamps 
to Roy B. White, president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, at 
the postoffice.

It is possible that the action thus 
started may bear fruit for the 
lenten season in 1945. 





SUGUEST AUTO STAMP 


Major A. L. Shoemaker of the 
army air corps suggests that since 
we are having what the Govern- 
ment has chosen to call a series 
of Communications stamps. that 
the Automobile snould certainly 
be represented in this series. 

Major Shoemaker states that 
the auto was invented fifty years 
ago at Kokomo, Indiana and sug- 
gests that city as a First Day 
cover city. 

We can approve his suggestions 
for we too feel that if this series 
is to be truly representative of 
communications and the part they 
play in this war that the Automo- 
bile is one of the leading sub- 
jects suitable and deserving of 
recognition. We also suggest the 
radio as well as the telephone, 
and why not air transport.

Other Cities Best 
Washington In First 
Day Cover Sales 


Collectors have frequently com- 
plained because of the fact that 
too many first day sales were held 
at Washington, whereas other cit- 
ies would appreciate some of 
them. When held at Washington, 
there is seldom any direct local 
connection with the issue and as 
a result, no Chamber of Com- 
merce backing, no civic or com- 
mercial club backing. When sales 





-35/are held in some other city, es- 


pecially where the subject of the 
new stamp is associated in some 
manner with that city, the result 
is usually so successful and the 
volume of covers sent usually 
much larger than if the sale had 
been held at Washington. 

The reason for this is not solely 
collector covers, but is because 
local civic bodies make an at- 
tempt to have a heavy mailing 
on the first day and frequently is- 
sues special cacheted covers 
which help swell the volume. 
This is splendidly demonstrat- 
ed in the three recent stamps is- 
sued in May. It is but necessary 
to study figures and note the 


Francisco, first day cover sales 
were larger for the Railroad 
stamp, and for the Steamship 
stamp, than were first day sales 
of the telegraph stamp at either 
Washington or Baltimore. In the 
case of San Francisco, there seems 
to have been some special reason 
for heavy stamp sales on that date 
since while it had the least num- 
ber of first day covers, it shows 
stamp sales which are extraordin- 
arily unusual in that 1,400,000 
stamps were sold. The figures are 
interesting and we print them all 
herewith. 


We list the Agency sales as 
announced for Washington for the 
Telegraph stamp. Since Washing- 
ton had the first day on this 
stamp Agency sales were made. 


Agency sales on the other two 
stamps did not start until the day 
after the first day sales so that 
the Agency Sales have no right 
to be credited to first day sales 
at Washington. 

Other interesting facts on these 
three new stamps is supplied by 
the Post Office Department and 
we print it herewith for the in- 
formation of those interested.

News From Washington 











Frank Mason, one of Washing- 
tons oldest dealers has been on 
F Street since it was a cow path. 
He has many U. S. sheets in 
used condition for sale, and re- 
cently purchased a large collec- 
tion from an estate that contains 
France, Germany and. German 
states. 


The mail clerks in the embas- 
sies and legations in Washington 
have a fine sideline. When the 
mail comes in, and much of it is 
air mail these days, they obtain 
the stamps and sell them to Wash- 
ington dealers. Recently a pack- 
age from Paraguay came in with 
20,000 pesos worth of postage 
thereon including blocks of C121 
and C 130. Practically all of the 
current air mails can be purchased 
in Washington and usually a few 
cents cheaper than most dealers. 


On the day first day covers go 
on sale at Washington, several 
dealers set up card tables in front 
of the Post Office and sell the 
current cover in addition to many 
older covers. It’s amazing to see 
non-collectors buy them as sou- 
venirs. Washington is so crowded 
and money so plentiful that any- 
thing goes as a souvenir these days 
and perhaps some non-collector

They’ll argue at the Phillipine 
Agency in the Capitol that the cur- 
rent stamps on sale are not re- 
prints, but it’s just so much 
double talk. Collectors, however, 
contiue to buy them despite all the 
warnings that have been given. 


Watch for three and possibly 
four more of the current Over 
run nations stamps to be taken off 
the list of the Philatelic Agency.

It is a well-known fact that the system of postmarking letters 
with the day and hour of receipt originated with the Masters of 
the Horse of the old Hanseatic League in Northern Europe after many 
complaints had been made that the couriers were not carrying on 
their duties as expeditiously as was desired.

tailed in print in the following lines.

twenties of more or less odious remembrance) and, like all good 
rackets, its modus operandi was to promote good business between 
the members—and make it difficult for non-members

Needed to forward the good work of this venture was a reliable 
means of communication between the members. Of course the ships 
plying the Baltic sufficed to carry correspondence between the cities 
along the sea-coast but much profitable piracy could be conducted 
with the Interior and for this most laudable project one must send 
certain letters of more or less private nature.

shipment must, by all means, be delayed in its arrival until you, 
yourself, had opportunity to saturate the available market with a 
shipment of similar merchandise due to arrive from another source. 

. One can readily see the need for a certain amount of secrecy for 
such correspondence and also, the need for an expeditious service. 
Such letters of commerce had to get to their destination in time 
for Operative Bluebeard to do something about it. 


The well known mother of invention, Necessity, came to the 
rescue by creating a post service carried on by the Princes, Burgo- 
masters, or whatever the head men of the various cities might be 
called. These in turn appointed certain minor head-men to be in 
charge of the post service, and, as the couriers used horses for their 
‘principal means of conveyance and, as the lesser head-men in charge 
must needs provide a changing station where suitable fresh mounts 
would be available for the “fleet” couriers, these lesser head-men 
were soon each endowed with the euphonious title “Master of the 


Horse.” 


Now in these good olden days it came to pass that the couriers 
were not always as fleet as ye Merchant-Member-of-the-League-In- 
Good-Standing might wish. In fact the word was noised among the 
bier-halle or beer-halls, where the Merchant Members were wont 
to meet over a glass of lemonade to discuss new methods of further- 
ing their honest business projects, that some of the couirers took 
time out on their journeys to stop off and spend a few hours with 
gome attractive wench along the way.

Mr. Rankin calls attention to 
the fact that anyone having a 
cover of this nature dated May 
15th, may consider it as a first 
day cover of this new service. 
Following is the official an- 
nouncement from the Postal Bul- 
letin of May 2. 
Arrangements have been made 
whereby V-Mail letters sent by 
members of the armed forces 
overseas on which postage at the 
air-mail rate is prepaid will, after 
being reproduced at V-Mail sta- 
tions in the continental] United 
States, be transmitted to their 
destination by air mail. 
Such reproduced V-Mail letters 
will be enclosed in V-Mail ser- 
vice window envelopes bearing 
around the edge’ the parallelo- 
grams prescribed for air mail, 
printed entirely in red, and in 
lieu of the penalty indicia, the 
following inscrpition will appear 
in the upper right corner: 
“Air Mail Postage Paid by 
Sender”

ed in effect on May 15, 1944, and 
rostmasters or others concerned 
are directed to see that V-Mail 
letters mailed under this arrange- 
ment are dispatched to destina- 
tion by air mail.

Of all the 44,000 varieties of 
Civil War patriotic covers that 
are credited to that period, the 
rarest and naturally the most 
valuable, from a subject stand- 
point, either used or unused. are 
those that carry the picture of 
the leading character of that war, 
Abraham Lincoln, Using this fact 
as a criterion for the future. how 
many modern patriotics have you 
in your collection that bear pic- 
tures of our wartime President, 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt? I 
know that I have very few and 
from my observations of the cov- 
ers issued since the start of the 
war, it looks to me that history 
is going to repeat itself. Of the 
pictorials, it is my impression that 
flag covers will be the most com- 
mon with Statue of Liberty var 
ieties running a close second.

Those carried into Athens from 
the south (Huntington, Pomeroy, 
etc.) received backstamps of var- 
ious times between 5-PM and 
7-PM.

Pan American. Societies, church 
and community social centers, has 
recently shown a decided upward 
trend. One difficulty, for the past 
two years, has been a growing 
scarcity of stamps for this pur- 
pose. This has in part been due to 
a lack of importation from Eur- 
ope, in part to the increasing re- 
strictions of wartime regulations 
and to the curtailment of trans- 
portation facilities of non-military 
character. 

The established Philatelic trade 
has experienced handicaps to such 
an extent that the normal Phila- 
telic turnover, estimated to run 
from twenty to twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars annually, has dropped 
sharply. 

To meet this situation the Pan 
American Union inaugurated its 
Philatelic section through which 
collectors and the Philatelic trade 
may now, in a single order, obtain 
current issues from a_ growing 
number of the other Americas on 
the same basis as if they were 
dealing directly with the far dis- 
tant and scattered postal depart- 
ments. Supplementing this avoca- 
tional and trade service, the Pan 
American Union is actively sup- 
porting the efforts of the several 
member Governments to play trib- 
ute to their national heroes and 
cultural achievements, their com- 
mercial and agricultural opportu- 
nities, through publicity media of 
the press and schools of he Unit- 
ed States.

low the stamp in question. It of 
course came about in adjusting 
the centering of the cancellation 
on the stamps, a process which no 
doubt was done while the press 
was running. If you were to see 
stamps singly you no doubt would 
guess -that the plate was broken 
in some manner or that some- 
thing perhaps just landed on the 
legend after it left the inking rolls 


' and before it hit the sheet. This
